| JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 
(AP)—The Missouri Supreme 
Court today barred a $29,000,000 
old-age pension amendment prdp- 
osition from the Noy.

The court voted within an hour 
after it heard arguments on the 
amendment plan. Thé vote was 
unanimous, with one Judge absent. 

By sustaining Judge Blair’s in- 
junction, the’ Supreme Court auto- 
matically prevented Secretary of 
State Dwight H. Brown from sub- 
mitting the pension proposal, fa- 
thered by Floyd P. Lee’s Missouri 
Pension Society, from the voters. 

Attorney General Roy MckKit- 
trick told the court in his argu- 
ment that it had no power to pre- 
vent the people from voting on the 
pension proposition.

From Kansas:City Who

The grand jury investigating al- 
leged police brutality to prisoners 
will be called into special session 
tomorrow to hear a new witness in 
the case of Edward Melendes, Mex- 
ican waiter who died in the Police 
Headquarters holdover; 
Judge Harry F. Russell told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

The Sunday session will be held, 
the Judge said, because the wit- 
ness, Pvt’ Edward W. Buckshot, 
must return.to an Army. Aviation 
Training School in Kansas City. to- 
morrow night. Judge Russell was 
bringing Pvt: Buckshot here from 


Kansas City today. | 
Said to Have Ehared Cell. 

Although Judge Russell declined 
to reveal details of his interview 
with the soldier, it is known that 
his commanding officer quoted the 
private as saying he was sharing 
a cell with Melendes in. the 
Eleventh District station when Me- 
lendes was taken from the cell by 
policemen and brought back an 
hour later with his face bruised 
and both eyes swollen. shut. 

The soldier’ said. Melendes told 
him he had been beaten by police 
who questioned him about a rob- 
bery in which he had participated | 
several hours before his arrest last 
July 24.

but declined to discuss its nature.

SYDNEY, N. S. Oct. 17 (AP).— 
An enemy submarine, lurking just 
outside the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
Wednesday night, torpedoed and 
sank the 2200-ton Newfoundland 
steamer Caribou, taking the lives 
of 1837 men, women and children 


making an eight-hour overnight 
trip from North Sydney, N. S., to 
Port Aux Basques, Newfoundland. 

Among the victims were 13 Unit- 
ed’ States citizens, including eight 
service men. Only one of 15 chil- 
dren aboard the vessel—15-month- 
old Leonard Shiers of Halifax—sur- 
vived the sudden attack in Cabot 
Strait which caught many of the 
passengers asleep in their cabins. 


Other victims were 35 Canadian 
service men.and 49 civilians, in- 
cluding 16 women, and the entire 
officer personne] of the ship except 
Purser Thomas P. Fleming. The 
bodies of Capt. Ben Taverner of 
Channel, Newfoundland, and his 
two sons, Downey and Harold, both 
ship’s officers, were recovered yes- 
terday. The bodies of 30 other 
victims have been found. :

PIPE LINE STOCKHOLDERS’

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 17 (AP). 
—The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals reinstated yesterday a 
suit of three stockholders of the

Let us review the circumstances’ briefly. 7 
Edward Melendes, 32-year-old waiter of Mexican 
nationality, and two companions were arrested on 
larceny charges on the night of July 24. They were 
held at the Eleventh District station and later 
transferred to Headquarters, where Melendes died. 
After an autopsy by gq physician connected with the 
Coroner’s staff, a verdict was returned attributing 
his death to “natural causes—chronic kidney disease 
and congestion of the brain.” | 
At the request of the St. Louis Civil Liberties 
Committee, Judge Russell ordered a re-examination 
of the body. The examining physicians, men of out- 
standing re, itation, reported they found no evidence 
of kidney disease. They did find that the body 
was a mass of bruises, discolorations and: sub- 
cutaneous hemorrhages. The fingers were so severe- 
ly injured that it appeared Melendes could tot move 
them before he died. In view of the extensive scalp 
hemorrhages, the report said, “it is not unreasonable 
to assume that this man’s death was due to con- 
cussion of the brain.” | : 

The man and woman arrested with Melendes 
made affidavits stating they had seen officers beat- 
ing him with their fists, a pistol butt and a base- 
ball bat. This mistreatment continued over a pro- 
longed period, they said. 

Here. is a case that cries for searching investiga- 
tion if there ever was one. Even if the word of 
the witnesses be discounted, there is the horrifying 
evidence ‘of the body itself. 

Police brutality cannot be tolerated in any civilized 
community. The function of the police is to arrest 
suspected criminals, not to punish them. It is an 
American fundamental that every man, white or 
black, native-born or alien, is entitled to decent 
treatment at the hands of the authorities. Because 
extorted confessions cannot stand up in court, third- 
degree methods are futile, as well as criminal. 

The case of Edward Melendes is more than a 
local issue. The Mexican Government has called 
upon our State Department to bring the matter 
to the attention of St. Louis authorities. If it 
appears that the case is not being properly han- 
dled, there may be repercussions which will embar- 
rass this country’s relations with its neighbor and 
ally, Mexico. 

For all these reasons, the public had expected 
prompt and decisive action. Judge Russell shares 
the public’s acute concern. It would be tragic if 
any of the affle issues created by the controversy pre- 
vented a complete inquiry. 

The major issue, we repeat, is the death of Ed- 
ward Melendes. 
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CONFUSION. IN THE OCD. 


The Civilian Defense worker’s lot is not always a 
happy. one. St. Louis air raid. wardens have been 
taught that they ought to instruct all the household- 
ers in their sectors to fill every possible vessel, in- 
cluding the bath tub, with water so that they may 
have something with which to conibat incendiary 
bombs if, during a raid, the normal water supply 
fails them. 

But, yesterday, the Medical Division of the Office 
of Civilian Defense came out with a list of .don’ts 
to be observed under the same conditions. Promi- 
nent among them was a warning against filling bath 
tubs with water. 

It looks as though the air raid wardens may be 
faced with as big a debate as the one over the use 
of a fine or a heavy spray of water on a mag- 
nesium bomb. 
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CAN WE SUSPEND EDUCATION? 


The bill authorizin@ the drafting of young*men. of 
18 and 19 came: before the House today for final 
action with disagreement on only one point: the 
clause which would permit youths now in school 
to complete their academic, year. 5 

If this provision is adopted, it will mean that our 
educational institutions will function ‘on a more or 
less normal basis for six months more. After that, 
however, we will be faced with the greatest dis- 
location of higher education in our history. --Presi- 
‘dent Hutchins of the University of Chicago, to cite 
a specific example, -believes that the enrollment in 
his institution may decline 60 per cent or more. 

From the financial point of view, this is not a 
matter of grave concern to institutions like his, 
where tuition fees cover only 20 per cent of costs. 
Universities with the scientific facilities of a Chicago, 
a Harvard or a Johns Hopkins will have to provide 
all kinds of special training for the Government. 

This, however, means a vast change in the na- 
ture of these schools. They are rapidly clanging 
from universities into technological institutions. And 
the smaller colleges which do not have the same 
scientific facilities, of course, face the very real 


‘possibility of being forced to close their doors. 


The question naturally arises whether, even in the 
face of the brutally grim necessities of war, the 
country can afford this. Can we allow a whole 
generation to grow up without a liberal education, 
without training in the humanities, the social sci- 
ences, the law? There is another problem involved. 
Says President* Hutchins: 


‘If the entire intellectual power of the country 
is drawn off for any considerable time into en-

The French soldiers, hit by disease, died like 
flies, but their press, in ‘the words of one historian, 
was “too effectively muzzled for any whisper of this 
fact to get out.” And the French lost their next 
war in 1871, | ws | 

British reporters got their stories through, caus- 
ing one famous British officer of that day, Field 
Marshal Garnet Wolseley, to remark: “Those newly 
invented curses to armies, that race of drones who 
are an encumbrance to an army, they eat the rations 
of the fighting men, and do not work at all. These 
gentlemen, pandering. to the public crage for news, 
render concealment most difficult.” But the stories 
of inefficiency that these “drones” sent back caused 
the Aberdeen Cabinet to fall and reforms to be made. 

Now, some 90 years later, here is the British view 
of the war correspondent as expressed by Minister 
of Information Brendan Bracken: “We believe in 
} giving the press freedom of expression. During 
the desert fighting in Northern Africa, British cor- 
respondents in the field even criticised our command. 
They raised the devil with us back home. But we 
let them go ahead. We think they have the right 
to xpress their views.” | 

Bracken’s remarks were in a dispatch cabled 
from London last Monday by DeWitt MacKenzie, in 
which the Associated Press war analyst praised 
British censorship as “one of the most liberal of the 
many under which I have worked.” 

On the sante night, President Roosevelt, in his 
radio talk, took a different view of newspaper men. 
He ‘said: “One of the greatest soldiers, Robert E. 
Lee, once remarked on the tragic fact that in the 
war of his day all the best Generals were apparent- 
ly working on newspapers instead of in the Army. 
That seems to be true in all war.” 

Yes, that witticism may be true, but it also is 
true that the war correspondent of today is, in 
most cases, a valuable man whom the people back 
home appreciate, whether in Britain or America. 
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MR. BYRNES’ FIRST APPOINTMENT. 

Formet Justice James F. Byrnes’ first appoint- 
ment as director of the Office of Economic Stabiliza- 
tion was to select Benjamin V. Cohen ag chief 
counsel for the new agency which is to control the 
economic life of the nation in wartime. Many who 
remember the team of Corcoran and Cohen in the 
early days of the New Deal may tend to be critical 
of the choice. This would be less than fair to Mr. 
Cohen. 

He is one of the most sincere men in. Washington, 
quiet, modest and able.

That old World War refrain is haunting the mem- 
bers of the House Agriculture Committee these days. 
True, our men have not yet “seen Paree,” but they’ve 
seen the Army’s snappy uniforms and they've heard 
about the wages being paid in the war plants—and 
the juke-box dance music that begins when the shift 
ends. So why be a stick-in-the-mud hayseed? It’s 
heigh-heigh-ho and away we go.

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Definite assurance that members 
of the police force who enter the 
armed services will get their jobs 
back when they return to civilian 
life, provided they are “mentally 
and physically qualified for police 
service,” was given in a resolution 
adopted by the St. Louis Board of 
Police Commissioners yesterday. 

The modification of the board's 
policy requiring men to resign 
when going into military service 
came after strong protest from 
veterans’ organizations and draft 
officials that the policy violated 
the spirit of the Selective Service 
Act. 

The board still will require men 
to resign from the force when go- 
ing into service, but the new reso- 
lution states that those men who 
have resigned as well as those who 
will hereafter resign, “shall have 
the same right to be’restored to 
duty as a member of the force, and 
without loss of rank, as if indefi- 
nite leave of absence had been 
granted.” 

The board’s original resolution,

der. Forty years ago it was “rheu- 
matism” (that name satisfied 
everybody) and the diagnosis was 
made when the patient made a wry 
face, put his opposite hand on his 
shoulder and rubbed and shrugged. 
And the treatment was to put a 
piece of flannel over it and apply 
a hot iron. 

Now, according to an article I 
have been reading by Dr. N, C. 
Moseley of Montreal, we 
have quite definite conceptions of 
the three common causes of chron- 
ic shoulder pain. They are: (1) in- 
flammation of the bursa under the 
acromial process of the shoulder 
blade; (2) calcified deposits around 
the tendons and muscles; and (3) 
rupture of one of the shoulder 
tendons, 

When doctors 50 years ago began 
to X-ray their patients with shoul- 
der pain they often found that the 
bursa between the arm bone and 
the shoulder blade, which should 
be a nice oiled cushion to keep the 
joint sliding carefully, had become 
calcified. It was a piece of rock. 
Nowadays surgeons dissect out 
this calcified bursa under local 
anesthesia —_ pa te results. 


ANOTHER METHOD that has 
contributed to our knowledge is 
the development of aseptic sur- 
gery. If a shoulder pain gets un- 
bearable and the flannel and hot 
iron don’t work, the surgeon can 
cut in safely and see if there is 
anything he can fix, This is what 
he does with the ruptured short ro- 
tator tendon. 

Under treatment the wider em- 
ployment of massage, electric 
treatment such as diathermy and 
faradism, the injection of novo- 
cain into the tender spots, has done 
wonders. 

Rupture of the short rotator 
tendon occurs usually in middle- 
aged people after strain from lift- 
ing or a fall. They feel a snap in 
the shoulder accompanied by se 
vere pain and muscle spasm. X-ray 
examination is of little value in 
this type of case, but the history, 
plus the fact that movement of 
the shoulder in certain directions 
causes pain, makes the diagnosis.
